Sinking  groundwater 
may  endanger  buildings 

Four  to  be  demolished

Four  Hudson  Street  buildings  will  be 
donolished  after  sinking  groundwater 
levels  caused  underground  support  piles 
to  rot  •  a  development  that  could  en¬ 
danger  other  Chinatown  buildings. 

Located  at  6-to-12  Hudson  Street,  the 
ftNir  buildings  rest  on  wooden  piles  that 
began  to  rot  after  they  were  exposed  to 
air.  When  the  piles  rot,  they  force  the 
granite  slabs  that  si4>port  the  foundations 
to  shift,  causing  the  buildings  to  settle 
unevenly  and  leading  to  structural 
damage  as  walls  and  bricks  begin  to 
crack. 

Moreover,  a  recent  city  study  of 
building  records  for  Tyler  Street,  Hudson 
Street,  ,  and  Johtmy  Court  suggest  that  a 
large  number  of  Chinatown  buildings 
could  suffer  from  the  same  structural  pro¬ 
blems. 

Undertaken  earlier  this  year  by  the  ci¬ 
ty’s  Inspectional  Services  Department, 
the  study  involved  inspecting  the  building 
jteeocds  of.  three  Chinatown  streets  -  to 
di^rmine  the  nature  of  code  violations 
and  repairs  over  the  last  50  years.  Almost 
every  building  -  or  about  IW  -  was  found 
to  have  problems  related  to  uneven  settle¬ 
ment. 

William  Rizzo,  chairman  of  the  Boston 
Groundwater  Trust,  an  agency  appointed 
by  Mayor  Raymond  Flynn  to  keq)  tabs 
on  the  groundwater  problem,  said  that 
vdiile  the  study  showed  that  most  of  the 
buildings  -  including  the  Hudson  Street 


buildings  -  appeared  to  have  settlement- 
related  problems  in  the  past,  it  remained 
uncertain  whether  all  of  them  were  caus¬ 
ed  by  sinking  groundwater  levels. 

Saying  that  “lots  of  other  things  could 
cause’’  the  uneven  settlement,  Rizzo  add¬ 
ed  that  the  evidence  “seems  to  support 
the  notion’’  that  it  is  a  groundwater  pro¬ 
blem. 

The  foundations  of  many  19th  Century 
city  buildings  rest  on  wooden  pUes, 
which  remain  intact  as  long  as  they’re  im¬ 
mersed  in  water.  A  drop  in  the  ground 
water  level,  though,  exposes  the  piles  to 
oxygen  and  causes  deterioration.  Much 
of  the  land  in  Chinatown,  as  well  as  in 
parts  of  the  Back  Bay,  Beacon  Hill,  the 
Fenway,  and  the  South  End,  were 
originally  wetlands  that  had  to  be  filled  to 
support  buildings. 

According  to  Bing  Wong,  secretary  of 
the  'Wong  Family  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion,  which  owns  8-10  Hudson  St.,  his 
organization  has  tentative  plans  to  build 
market-rate  apartments  on  the  site  once 
the  buildings  are  demolished. 

While  work  to  stabilize  and  renovate 
the  buildings  had  been  started,  difficulty 
in  reaching  the  piles  and  the  cost  and 
danger  involved  curtailed  the  project,  ‘ 
Wong  said.  Believing  them  to  be  hazar¬ 
dous,  the  city  recently  ordered  the  partly- 
dismantled  Hudson  Street  buildings 
demolished.

Crimes  against  Asians 
unreported  in  Quincy 


Quincy  Asians  have  been  reluctant  to 
call  the  police  on  occasirms  v/bea.  they 
have  been  harassed  in  their 
neighborhoods,  according  to  one  police 
ofBcial. 

Thomas  Casey,  a  Quincy  Police 
DqMutment  sergeant,  said  that  members 
of  Quincy’s  Asian  communi^,  which  has 
increased  drastically  in  the  last  three 
years  to  11,000  people,  are  often  reluc¬ 
tant  to  call  police  if  ttey  are  the  victims  of 
racial  attacks,  robbery  or  other  crimes. 

Saying  that  the  Asian  community  is 


concentrated  for  the  most  part  in  the 
Wollaston/Atlantic  neighborhood,  Casey 
estimated  that  the  Asian  population  con¬ 
sists  of  about  70  percent  Chinese,  IS  per¬ 
cent  Vietiuunese,  and  IS  percent  Cambo¬ 
dian  and  Laotian. 

Quincy  officials  estimate  that  the  Asian 
population  in  the  city  will  reach  2S  per¬ 
cent  by  the  early  1990’s,  according  to 
Casey.  “More  people  are  coming  all  the 
time,’’  he  {aided.

Groups  seek  victims 
of  BHA  discrimination 


As  part  of  a  recent  agreement  reached 
with  the  city,  two  organizations  are  seek¬ 
ing  to  locate  Asian,  Black  and  Hispanic 
families  who  were  discriminated  against 
when  seeking  public  housing. 

According  to  Barbara  Amwine,  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the  Lawyers’  Commit¬ 
tee  for  Civil  Rights  Under  Law  of  the 
Boston  Bar  Association,  about  45-  per¬ 
cent,  or  S40  of  the  estimated  1200 
families  currently  known  to  have  been 
discriminated  against  in  the  last  decade, 
were  Asian. 

In  an  effort  to  find  the  victims  and 
assure  that  they  know  the  terms  of  the  set¬ 
tlement  ,  the  National  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Colored  People 
(NAACP)  and  the  Lawyer’s  Committee 
for  Civil  Rights  have  been  publicizing  the 


details  of  the  agreement  in  a  serious  of 
neighborhood  meetings. 

The  discriminatory  practices  came  to 
light  in  1987  following  a  federal  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(HUD)  investigation  of  the  Boston  Hous¬ 
ing  Authority  (BHA),  which  controls  the 
city’s  public  housing  projects. 

In  Ae  investigation,  the  BHA  was 
found  to  have  postponed  placing  many 
Blacks,  Asians,  and  Hispanics  in  public 
housing  {ts  a  way  to  avoid  assigning  them 
to  predominately  white  developments. 
The  result  was  that  minorites  remained  on 
waiting  lists  for  longer  periods. 

In  seeking  BHA  housing,  families  who 
meet  income  requirements  select  three 
developments  where  they  want  to  live.

Violence  against  women  in  Asian 
community  an  unspoken  problem

Violence  against  women  in  the 
Asian  community  isn’t 
something  people  lilm  to  talk 
about,  says  Cheng  Imm  Tan,  the 
director  of  Renewal  House,  a 
Boston  shelter  for  battered 
women. 

“The  difficult  part  is  it’s  so 
unreported,’’  says  Tan  of  the 
reluctance  of  Asian  women  to 
rqx>rt  when  their  spouses  use 
violence  against  diem.  “All  I 


have  are  personal  stories  rather 
than  reported  accounts.  People 
don’t  understand  what  battenng 
is.’’ 

For  many  Asian  women,  the 
difficulties  involved  in  leaving 
home  and  moving  into  a  shelter 
often  deter  them  from  making 
the  ch{mge.“It  takes  tremendous 
courage  for  women  to  move 
out,”  says  Tan.  “What  will  peo¬ 
ple  think  of  me  that  I  moved  out 
of  my  husband’s  house?”  is 
what  many  women  think,  she 


adds. 

While  violence  against  women 
is  not  specific  to  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity,  there  are  problems 
associated  with  it  that  are 
specific  to  Asian  culture,  in¬ 
cluding  language  and  cultural 
b{UTiers  that  pose  special  dif¬ 
ficulties  for  women  seeking  help 
outside  the  immediate  commum- 
ty.  Tan  says. 

And  wt^e  in  China  a  woman 
would  be  protected  by  her  fami-

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Bill  passed  to  revise 
Asian  census  plan 

The  House  of  Representatives 
recently  passed  legislation  over¬ 
turning  a  U.S.  Census  bureau 
plan  to  change  the  ^ay  Asian 
Americans  are  counted  in  the 
upcoming  1990  U.S.  census. 

In  the  1980  U.S. .Census, 
Asians  were  asked  to  check  off 
the  ethnic  groups  -  such  as 
Chinese,  Cambodian,  Viet¬ 
namese  -  to  which  they  belong¬ 
ed,  but  under  the  1990  plan,  they 
would  only  check  off  the  Asian 
American  &  Pacific  Islander 
space  and  write  in  the  ethnic 
group  to  which  they  belonged. 

Critics  of  the  new  plan  believe 
it  would  lead  to  inaccurate 
counts  of  the  populations  of 
various  ethnic  groups,  such  as 
Vietnamese,  Cambodians,  and 
others  -  a  result  that  would  make 
it  difffcult  to  assess  the 
groups’  service  needs. 

Critics  of  the  1990  plan  say 
that  language  barriers  would

ly  if  her  husband  beat  her,  “That 
situation  breaks  down  here,’* 
says  Tan,  because  many  women 
are  separated  from  their 
families. 

In  addition,  says  Tan,  the 
value  on  maintaining  the  family 
unit  in  Asian  culture  is  high,  so 
there  tends  to  be  a  reluctance  to 
do  anything  that  would  disturb 
the  tranquility  of  the  family  unit. 
“Even  if  they  know  the  guy  is 
wrong  -  the  guy  is  violent,  they 
say  go  home  a^  give  it  another 
try  ,’’  she  adds. 

Although  Renewal  House  has 
beCT  operating  since  1979,  it  has 
only  recently  begun  to  focus  at¬ 
tention  on  the  Asian  community. 
“We  are  just  beginning  to  do 
outreach  in  the  Asian  communi¬ 
ty,’’  says  Tan,  who  explains  that 
the  House  will  be  hiring  two 
new  Asian  speaking  staff  who 
can  speak  both  Cantonese  and 
Cambodian  or  Vietnamese. 

“The  thing  we’re  trying  to  do 
is  get  more  outreach  out,’’  says 
Tan.  “There’s  such  deep  denial

pose  difficulties  for  Asians  when 
they  attempt  to  fill  out  the  sub 
group  section.  This,  they  say, 
would  lead  to  inaccurate  infor¬ 
mation. 

A  similiar  bill  in  the  Senate 
must  also  be  approved  before  the 
legislation  cotdd  be  signed  by 
the  president  altering  the  current 
census  bureau  plan. 


Civil  rights  brochures 
printed  in  7  languages 

The  office  of  Attorney 
General  James  M.  Shannon  hu 
announced  that  it  will  be 
distributing  civil  rights 
brochures  in  seven  languages  in 
an  effort  to  assure  that  ethnic 


minorities  have  a  clear 
understanding  of  their  civil 
rights. 

Printed  in  Chinese,  Cambo¬ 
dian,  Laotian,  Vietnamese, 
Creole,  Spanish  and  English,  the 
brochures  will  be  distributed  to 
district  attorneys,  police  depart¬ 
ments,  legal  seiVice  organiza¬ 
tions  and  the  Attorney  General’s 
Civil  Rights  Division. 

The  pamphlets  provide  infor¬ 
mation  in  a  number  of  areas  in¬ 
cluding: 

•  The  right  to  be  free  from 
racially  motivated  violence  and 
harassment. 

•  Examples  of  possible  viola¬ 
tions  and  discrimination. 

•  What  to  do  if  you  believe 
your  civil  rights  have  been 

violated.  .  , . 

“Language  should  not  prevent 

anyone  in  this  state  from  know¬ 
ing  his  or  her  rights,’’  said 
Shannon.  “Now  we  have  a  civil 
rights  guide  that  says  in  seven 
languages  that  it  is  illegal  in 
Massachusetts  to  discriminate  in 
housing,  enq)loyment  or  public 


accomodations.’’ 

Yee  selected  for  award 

Attorney  Paul  M.  Yee  has 
been  selected  as  an  Action  for 
Boston  Community  Develop¬ 
ment  Community  Awards  reci¬ 
pient  by  the  Chinese  American 
Civic  Association. 

A  former  member  of  the  South 
End  Projects  Area  Committee. 
Yee  is  ^so  a  member  of  the 
Chinese'  American  Civic 
Association,  where  he  served  on 
the  board  of  directors  for  five 
years  and  as  president  from 
1987-88. 

A  graduate  of  Northeastern 
University  and  Suffolk  Universi¬ 
ty  Law  School,  Yee  has  been  a 
Reginald  Heber  Smith  Com¬ 
munity  Lawyer  Fellow'  in  a 
poverty  law  program,  a  senior 
attorney  at  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  and  an  Assistant 
District  Attorney  at  the  Suffolk 
County  District  Attom^’s  Of¬ 
fice.  He  currently  has  a  private 
practice  serving  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  in  Boston. 


in  the  Asian  community  that  bat¬ 
tering  is  OK.’’ 

Run  by  the  Benevolent  Frater¬ 
nity  of  Unitarian  Churches  and 
the  Franklin  Square  House, 
Renewal  House  t^es  in  women 
in  crisis  situations  who  are  vic¬ 
tims  of  violence.  In  conjunction 
with  Renewal  House,  which  is 
located  in  a  Boston 
neighboriiood,  the  organization 
also  runs  Renewal  Center  in 
Dorchester,  which  is  meant  to 
house  woman  and  children  who 
are  no  longer  in  crisis  situations 
but  who  need  more  longer  term 
shelter.  Last  year,  the  organiza¬ 
tion  sheltered  45  women  and  60 
children.  “We’re  small,’’  says 
Tan,  “but  the  need  is  very  big.’’ 

In  an  effort  fo  addrras  the 
needs  of  Southeast  Asian 
women.  Renewal  House,  in  con¬ 
junction  with  Harbor  Me,  a 
shelter  for  battered  women  in 
Chelsea,  has  helped  develop  the 
Southeast  Asian  Task  Force 
Against  Domestic  Violence, 
which  has  developed  literature 
on  domestic  violence  in  a  variety 
of  Asian  languages.  The  hiring 
of  additional  staff  will  expand 
the  group’s  effort  to  reach  the 
Cambodian  and  Vietnamese 
communities,  says  Tan. 

As  in  other  c^tures.  Tan  at¬ 
tributes  male  violence  against 
women  in  part  to  a  need  to 
“have  total  control  over 
women.’’  For  recent  im¬ 
migrants,  that  tendency  may  be 
exasperated  by  difficulties  in  fin¬ 
ding  work  or  adjusting  to  life  in 
this  country,  she  says. 

While  noting  the  need  for 
women  to  aa  against  male 
violence  by  leaving  home  if  that 
is  necessary.  Tan  believes  that 
;oing  to  a  shelter  may  not  be  the 
St  solution  for  many  Asian 
women.  “Frankly  I’m  not  sure 
shelter  is  a  viable  alternative  for 
Asian  women,”  she  says.  “It’s  . 


so  hard  for  them  to  make  the 
break  -  they’re  out  of  their  sup¬ 
portive  environment  -  a  lot  of 
Chinese  women  still  do  not 
work.” 

Bom  in  Malaysia,  Tan  came 
to  the  US  to  attend  college  in 
Pennsylvania  and  graduate 
school  at  the  Harvard  Divinity 
School.  Although  she  has  not 
been  ordained.  Tan  is  a 
Unitarian  minister.  “I  wanted  to 
do  something  more  action 
oriented,  not  just  theory,”  says 
Tan  of  her  decision  to  worir  at 
Renewal  House  in  1982. 

Although  she  is  a  Unitarian 
minister,  she  remains  a  practic¬ 
ing  Buddhist,  meditating  every¬ 
day.  Part  of  her  attraction  to 
Unitarianism,  she  adds,  is  the 
church’s  ecumenical  spirit. 

“If  you’re  not  grounded  in 
some  1^  of  faith,  you  can’t  go 
on  for  long,”  she  says  of  the  im¬ 
portance  her  beliefs  play  in  sup¬ 
porting  her  work. 

While  statistics  once  showed 
that  nationally  a  woman  is  a  vic¬ 
tim  of  violence  every  18 
seconds.  Tan  notes  th^  the 
figure  is  now  down  to  every  IS 
seconds.

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She  notes  that  in  the  month  of 
June  alone  five  women  in  the 
Boston  area  died  as  the  result  of 
domestic  violence.  “We  have 
seen  a  surge  in  battery  -  just  in 
this  summer  alone.  The  cases  of 
the  women  we  shelter  are  more 
urgent  than  in  the  earlier  years.  ” 

In  seeking  an  explanation  for 
the  cause  of  violence  against 
women.  Tan  points  out  that  men 
have  traditionally  seen 
themselves  as  being  the  h^  of 
the  household.  According  to  the 
Confiician  ethic,  the  man  is  the 
head  of  die  fiimily,  while  the 
first  son  is  also  given  great 
distinction  in  Chinese  culture. 

“The  reason  why  they  beat 
their  wives  is  they  want 
control,”  she  said. 

Typically,  she  explains,  the 
violence  “starts  off  slowly  but 
then  it  gets  worse  and  worse.” 
Often  men  feel  remorse  after  be¬ 
ing  violent,  causing  the  woman 
to  believe  that  their  behavior 


might  change,  but  they  continue 
on  a  later  occasion  to  do  the 
same.

Committee  recommends  closing  Gate  access 


A  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  subcommittee  has 
recomended  eliminating  access 
to  Beach  Street  at  the  Surface 
Artery  as  a  way  to  keep  traffic 
from  using  Chinatown  as  a  route 
to  other  destinations. 

The  Business  and  Cultural 
subcommittee  made  the  proposal 
last  week  at  a  community 
meeting  with  Joseph  Beggan,  a 
senior  transportation  planner 
with  the  Boston  Transportation 
Dept. 

A  number  of  options  for 
reducing  traffic  on  B^h  Street 
had  been  discussed,  but  the  sub¬ 
committee  recommended 
eliminating  access  from  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Artery  and  the  Surface 
Artery  as  the  most  viable  alter¬ 
native. 

The  committee  also  recom¬ 
mended  eliminating  parking  on 
Beach  Street  except  for 
trucks  making  deliveries. 


Trt^pe-Jammed  Chinatown  Gateway  that  committee  proposes  to  close. 


Parking,  however,  would 
continue  to  be  allowed 
after  6  p.m. 


In  making  the  recommenda¬ 
tion,  committee  member  Davis 
Woo  argued  that  closing  the 
street  would  not  affect 


Chinatown  businesses  but  would 
only  deter  traffic  destined  for 
other  locations  from  using  Beach 
Street.  Traffic,  he  said,  could 
still  enter  the  Chinatown 
business  district  by  taking 
Kneeland  Street  to  Hudson  or 
Tyler  streets. 

While  widening  Beach  Street 
sidewalks  was  also  under  con¬ 
sideration,  Woo  suggested  that 
the  matter  be  set  aside  for  the 
time  being.  Rejected  as  being 
impractical  was  sealing  off 
Beach  Street  and  turning  it  into  a 
mall. 

Woo  noted  that  if  you  closed 
Beach  Street  conqjletely  to  traf¬ 
fic  you  would  also  have  to  close 
Tyler  and  Hudson  streets  bet¬ 
ween  Kneeland  and  Beach,  since 
traffic  would  not  have  a  way  to 
turn  around  once  it  reached  the 
end  of  those  streets. 

The  ftill  Neighbortiood  Coun¬ 
cil  must  still  approve  the  plan, 
but  it  will  be  up  to  the  city 


transportation  department  to 
make  a  final  decision  on  the  pro¬ 
posal. 

Before  any  decision  became 
final,  there  would  be  a  test 
period  to  determine  if  the  plan 
was  workable,  officials  said. 

While  the  group  also  discuss¬ 
ed  various  options  for  locating  a 
plaza  at  Harrison  Avenue  and 
Essex  Street  -  an  area  known  as 
Phillips  Square  -  it  could  not 
reach  an  agree  on  the  most 
workable  plan.  Three  options 
were  discussed,  including 
building  a  plaza  on  either  side  of 
the  street,  and  a  third  that  would 
include  widening  the  sidewalks 
from  Harrison  to  Beach  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  plaza.  One  option 
would  have  involved  reversing 
the  direction  of  Harrison 
Avenue  from  Beach  to  Essex 
streets.

Campeau  proposes 
massive  project 


Campeau  Massachusetts  Inc. 
has  announced  plans  for  a 
massive  $600  million  project  at 
the  site  of  Jordan  Marsh  and 
Lafayette  Place  on  the  border  of 
Chinatown. 

The  plan  calls  for  rebuilding 
Jordan  Marsh  with  six  additional 
levels  along  Washington  Street 
and  the  construction  of  a  two- 
tower  21 -story  office  building 
above  it  at  Summer  and  Chauncy 
streets. 

The  plan  also  call  for  a  com¬ 
pletely  redesigned  Lafayette 
Place  that  will  include  400,000 
square  feet  of  shops  and 
restaurants,  and  the  construction 


of  a  five-story,  275  square-foot 
Bloomingdale’s  on  the  site  of  an 
existing  parking  lot  between 
Hayward  Place,  Washington 
Street  and  Harrison  Avenue.  A

Their  names  are  then  put  on  waiting  lists 
and  the  first  of  the  three  sites  that 
becomes  available  should  by  law  be 
available  to  that  family  regardless  of 
race. 

According  to  Amwine,  if  a  black  or 
Asian  family’s  name  came  up  for  a 
predominately  white  development,  they 
were  bypass^  when  they  should  have 
been  selected.  “Anybody  white  was 
moving  quickly  through  the  lists  while 
people  of  color  were  stagnating  on  it,’’ 
Amwine  said. 

“Over  45  percent  of  everybody  they 
skipped  over  was  Asian,’’  she  added. 

In  an  effort  to  assure  that  victims  of  the 
past  discriminatory  practices  receive 
redress,  the  NAACP  earlier  this  year 
sought  to  work  out  a  compliance  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  BHA. 

While  the  BHA  had  already  reached  a 
voluntary  agreement  with  HUD  to  cor¬ 
rect  past  discriminatory  practices,  Am¬ 
wine  said  the  NAACP  became  involved 
because  past  voluntary  agreements  had 


not  been  adequately  monitored. 

When  it  appeal,  following  initial 
talks,  that  the  city  and  the  NAACP  could 
not  reach  an  agreement,  the  NAACP  in 
May  filed  a  suit  against  the  BHA,  Am¬ 
wine  said.  Further  discussions  with  the 
BHA  and  Mayor  Raymond  Flyim  led  to 
an  expanded  voluntary  compliance  order 
which  increases  the  number  of  prople 
covered  by  the  HUD/BHA  compliance 
agreement,  she  said. 

Reached  by  the  BHA,  the  NAACP,  and 
Mayor  Raymond  Flynn,  the  con:q>liance 
agreement  covers  the  following  groups: 

*  Asians,  Blacks,  and  Hispanics  who 
applied  for  housing  from  1978  to  1988  at

developments. 

*  All  -Asians,  Blacks,  and  Hispanics

*  All  emergency  applicants  who  were 
placed  from  1978  to  1988  in 
developments  where  dieir  race  was  in  the 
majority.

in  BHA  housing  before  anyone  else.  In 
addition,  if  the  NAACP  lawsuit  is  won  or 
settled,  persons  will  receive  money 
damages. 

As  part  of  the  agreement  people  who 
believe  they  were  “discouraged”  'from 
applying  to  predominately  white  housing 
projects  must  present  evidence  to  support 
their  cases  at  formal  hearings.  Amwine 
said  being  “discouraged”  could,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  mean  a  remark  by  BHA  staff  that 
an  applicant  would  probably  not  like  a 
particular  development. 

People  who  fall  into  the  “discouraged” 
category  must  submit  claims  forms  by 
Jan.  9, 1989,  or  they  will  lose  their  rights 
to  priority  housing  and  damages. 

The  BHA,  meanwhile,  as  part  of  the 
agreement,  has  sent  out  letters  to  12(X) 
people  and  has  advertised  in  local 
newspapers  in  an  effort  to  locate  the  vic¬ 
tims  of  the  past  discriminatory  practices.

ty  are  in  general  “not  getting  into  trouble 
with  the  police,”  the  police  are  hearing 
on  the  street  instances  of  violence  against 
Asians  that  are  not  being  reported,  Casey 
said. 

“We  have  11,0(X)  Asian  people  in  our 
community,  and  no  one  calls  an  am¬ 
bulance,”  he  said.  “No  one  calls  the 
police  department  for  help.” 

“Some  pe^Ie  are  the  victims  of  civil 
rights  violations,”  said  Casey.  “Some 
are  being  called  names.  Rocks  are  being 
thrown  at  their  houses.  Some  are  being 
assaulted.

Bunker  Hill  skills  course  wins  high  praise 


by  Robert  O’Malley 

When  Son  Pham  entered  the 
ESL/Electronic  training  course 
at  Bunker  Hill  Community  Col¬ 
lege  in  1984,  he  had  been  in  the 
US  for  duee  years  and  was 
working  as  a  hospital  cleaner. 

“When  I  came  to  the  United 
States,”  says  Pham,  a  mechanic 
in  his  native  Vietnam,  “I  knew 
nothing  about  electronics,  but 
after  I  finished  this  course,  I 
understood  a  lot  and  I  liked  to 
work  on  electronics.” 

And,  adds  the  .37-year-old 
Phom,  combining  language  with 
skills  training  proved  an  effec¬ 
tive  way  to  learn  both.  “It 
helped  out  a  lot  because  some  of 
us  just  came  to  the  United  States 
and  we  couldn’t  speak  the 
language  well,”  he  says. 

Phom’s  first  job  after  com¬ 
pleting  the  course  in  1985  was  at 
Zoom  Electronics,  where  he  was 
paid  $14,500.  Three  years  later 
he  is  maldng  $26,000. 

When  Tuan  An  finished  the 
Bunker  Hill  course,  he  got  his 
first  job  at  EMC  Corp.,  where 
he  has  had  many  promotions,  the 
most  recent  of  which  has  assign¬ 
ed  him  to  work  with  customers 
to  solve  equipment  problems.  “I 
feel  like  that  is  a  great 


program,”  said  An,  of  the 
Bunker  Hill  course.  “And  I  did 
recommend  a  number  of  fiiends 
enter  the  same  program.” 

In  other  programs,  adds  An, 
who  came  to  the  US  from  Viet¬ 
nam  in  1983,  “The  level  is  not 
as  intensive  as  this  program  I  got 
through.  I’m  glad  I  got  the  right 
training.  This  one  is  more  on 
the  college  level.” 

The  students,  however,  aren’t 
the  only  ones  who  have  praise 
for  this  highly  successful  course. 


Last  summer,  former  Secretary 
of  Education  William  Bennett 
informed  the  college  that  the 
ESL/Electronics  Program  was 
selected  as  the  Outstanding 
Vocational  Education  Training 
Program  in  Region  I  (New 
England,  New  York,  the  Virgin 
Islands  and  Puerto  Rico). 

Started  in  1984  to  provide 
quality  job  training  for  recent 
refugees,  the  ESL/Electronics 
program  includes  about  50  per¬ 
cent  Vietnamese  students,  as 


well  as  Chinese,  Laotian,  and 
Cambodian  students. 

The  free  program  is  currently 
being  fund^  with  federal  grants 
from  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Jobs 
and  Community  Services,  and  a 
grant  from  the  state  Division  of 
Occupational  Education.  In 
1987-1988  the  program  received 
$59,000  in  outside  funding. 

According  to  David  Massey, 
who  serves  as  the  program’s 
director,  counselor,  and  math 
and  electronics  instructor,  the 
nine-month  course  meets  for 
four  hours  in  the  late  afternoon. 
The  first  hour  is  spent  with  an 
English  as  a  second  language  in¬ 
structor  (ESL),  who  tutors  the 
students  in  vocabulary,  reading 
and  writing,  with  special  em¬ 
phasis  placed  on  making  it  ap¬ 
plicable  to  electronics. 

The  remainder  of  the  class 
covers  such  topics  as  math,  elec¬ 
tricity,  semiconductors,  and 
digital  electronics.  The  last 
month  of  the  English  section  is 
used  to  develop  job  seeking 
skills,  including  resume  writing 
and  interviewing  skills. 

According  to  Massey,  the  pro¬ 
gram’s  success  -  it  has  a  100  per¬ 
cent  placement  rate  -  can  be  at¬ 
tributed  to  a  number  of  factors. 


Foremost  is  the  fact  that  the 
students,  whose  average  age  is 
32,  are  highly  motivated  -  a 
quality  that  also  makes  teaching 
nis  classes  satsifying.  “They 
recognize  this  is  something  im¬ 
portant,”  Massey  said.  “It’s  the 
ideal  teaching  situation.” 

Massey  also  notes  that  the 
students  have  strong  math 
backgrounds  from  their  school¬ 
ing  in  Vietnam  -  a  situation  that 
makes  it  easier  for  them  to  make 
progress  in  their  electronics 
studies. 

Special  emphasis,  he  said,  is 
also  placed  on  making  the 
students  feel  comfortable.  “We 
try  not  to  be  hard  on  people,”  he 
says.  “We  try  to  build  their  con¬ 
fidence.” 

Moreover,  he  adds,  “They’ve 
done  a  lot  of  practical  -  a  lot 
more  than  in  other  courses  -  a  lot 
of  hands-on  work,  but  they  don’t 
have  the  confidence,  which  is 
sort  of  the  key.” 

Massey  says  that  when  many 
of  his  students  begin  the  process 
of  looking  for  work,  “They’re 
really  nervous.  Then  they  get  the 
job,  and  they  tell  me  how  simple 
it  is.”

commissioner  of  the  ciQr’s  Department  of 
Inspectionai  Services,  stabilziag  a 
building  with  rotting  pUes  requires  that 
deteriorating  sections  of  the  piles  be 
removed  and  replaced  with  an  encased 
concrete  cap. 

McNicholas  -  also  a  member  of  the 
Boston  Groundwater  Trust  -  suggested 
that  it’s  still  too  early  for  Chinatown  to 
panic,  though  he  added  that  the  problem 
with  the  Hudson  Street  buildings  “is 
definitely  a  water  table  problem.” 

McNicholas  said  that  no  other 
buildings  in  the  neighborhood  are  in  im¬ 
mediate  danger.  “If  they  were  we’d  have 
diem  vacated,”  he  said.  “Hopefully 
these  four  buildings  will  be  the  end  of  this 
little  bit.” 

While  McNicholas  said  die  study  seem¬ 
ed  to  suggest  that  many  building  pro¬ 
blems  were  “water  table  related,”  he  ad¬ 


ded  that  final  conclusions  couldn’t  be 
drawn  by  studying  records  alone. 
Moreover,  he  said,  “You  don’t  know  if 
the  next  decade  will  have  a  higher  or 
lower  water  level.” 

Rizzo,  meanwhile,  iqypeared  to  be 
more  concerned  about  the  Chinatown 
buildings,  saying  that  about  160  of  them 
on  the  three  Chinatown  streets  studied 
have  problems  that  relate  to  uneven  set- 
dement  -  the  cause  of  the  problems  that 
led  the  city  to  condemn  the  Hudson  Street 
buildings.  “Virtually  every  building  was 
affected,”  he  said  of  the  buildings  on  the 
three  streets. 

Also  expressing  concern  was  Galen 
Gilbert,  another  member  of  the  Ground- 
water  Trust.  “The  end  result  is  that  old 
buildings  could  be  tom  down,”  he  said, 
adding  that  losing  the  older  buildings 
would  reduce  the  amount  of  affordable 
housing  in  Chinatown.  “Newer  housing 
is  built  at  the  top  of  the  market,”  he  said. 

The  Chinatovm  problem  is  similar  to 
the  one  that  affected  about  19  buildings 


on  Beacon  Hill  in  1985.  On  that  occasion, 
the  buildings  were  larger  and  more  ex¬ 
pensive  and  the  owners  paid  for  the 
repairs.  It  costs  at  least  $1,000  to  replace 
a  pile,  and  a  three-story  building  contains 
from  175-to-200  piles.  Moreover,  replac¬ 
ing  the  piles  is  extremely  dangerous 
work. 

While  the  cause  of  the  apparent  lower¬ 
ing  of  the  city’s  groundwater  level  has  not 
been  pinpointed,  a  number  of  panel 
members  suggested  that  cracked  sewers, 
and  highway  and  subway  tunnels  may  be 
siphoning  ground  water. 

According  to  Rizzo,  the  Groundwater 
Trast  plans  to  raise  money  to  dig  wells  in 
the  city  to  monitor  groi^water  levels. 
He  said  the  cost  of  such  wells  would  be 
$1 .3  nullion.  The  group  is  currently  seek¬ 
ing  $100,000  from  a  downtown 
developer  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  for  a  study  to  determine  the 
siting  of  the  wells.

misunderstandings  between  Caucasian 
and  Asian  groups.  “I  Ifaink  there’s  a  lot  of 
misunderstanding  on  both  sides,”  he 
said,  explaining  that  an  August  incident 
in  which  two  Vietnamese  were  beaten  up 
and  two  Caucasians  stabbed  “was  the 
result  of  tensions  between  the  two  groups 
in  the  same  neighborhood.” 

“I  think  they  (Caucasians)  ate  seeing  a 
drastic  change  in  their  community  occur 
rapidly,”  Casey  said.  “They’re  seeing  a 
whole  new  group  of  people  come  into 
their  community.  People  who  do  not 
speak  their  language,  people  who  do  not 
communicate  with  them.” 

In  an  effort  to  make  the  police  more 
available  to  the  Asian  community,  the 
department  has  started  an  outreach  pro¬ 
gram  at  the  Atlantic  Neighborhood  Com¬ 
munity  Center,  at  12  Hunt  St.  in  North 
Quincy,  on  Mondays  from  9  a.m.-noon. 
On  ha^  will  be  Cheese,  Vietnamese  and 
Cambodian  interpreters  to  address 
neighborhood  issues.  “We  want  to  make 
ourselves  available  to  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity,”  Casey  said.  “To  sit  down  and 
talk  to  people  if  they  have  any 
problems.”  He  said  the  police  want  to 
give  the  community  basic  information, 
such  as  how  to  dial  the  911  emergency 
number. 

“I  have  a  feeling  in  my  heart  that 
there’s  a  distrust  of  the  police  department 
by  the  Asian  communipr,”  Casey  said. 
“I  want  our  Asian  neighbors  to  know 
we’re  there  to  help  them.” 

Eventually,  Casey  said,  he  plans  to  go 
door-to-door  in  the  Asian  nei^borhoods 
to  tell  people  about  available  city  ser¬ 
vices.  “They’re  not  availing  themselves 
of  any  existing  services.  They’re  not  us¬ 
ing  hospitals,  baby  clincs,”  he  said,  ad¬ 
ding  that  he  hopes  to  eventually  identify 
community  leaders,  none  of  whom  have 
yet  come  forward. 

According  to  Casey,  the  increasing  size 
of  the  Quincy  Asian  community  has  oc¬ 
curred  rapidly.  “We  just  seem  to  have 
woken  up  and  found  all  these  people  in 
our  community,”  he  said.
